That may not seem newsworthy, but the fact 
that | am fifty-one might make it more interesting. | have been out less than six months 
and | am finding my way in the gay community. 


The dance was an amazingly positive experience. | found a great feeling of happiness 
seeing people from eighteen to fifty-plus—drag queens and leather daddies, bears and 
lesbians and a whole bunch of just ordinary folk—all in the same room having a good 
time. Being new to the community, | have often thought about how divided we appear 
to be despite what we have in common. 


Possibly the high point of the night for me was when the DJ called out, “Are you glad 
to be gay?” and the crowd responded with a unified and deafening “Yes!” Over the last 
few months, | have not always been sure about the answer to that; today, | am happier 
than | have been in years.

My one disappointment with the evening was the number of people in total there.

(www.queerfilter.com), and it allows you to seek out GLBT blog users in any area, 
listed by gender and orientation. It also lets you know when they’ve been updated 
last—saving you the time of having to check every single website to see they've posted 
recently. 


For those of you who prefer modern culture to news sites, there's even a queer- 
oriented entertainment site called GayWired.com (www.gaywired.com, natch). From 


mainstream movies and international gay events to provocative book reviews on hot- 
button issues, it’s jammed full of tidbits to satisfy your need for gay related entertainment.

Travelling the Pink Skies 


Playing Cards 


Sometimes we just have to get away. Where? Anywhere! It doesn’t have to mean that 
you're stuck at some average Hojo, listening to screaming kids at the in-house restaurant. 
Try travelling with a gay-oriented agency. 


There are a few Canadian companies that are set up to take your travel dollars and put 
them into a dream vacation—be it to a big circuit party or exotic locales worldwide. One 
such example is Footprints travel in Toronto (www.footprintstravel.com), a company 
that can send you to places far beyond where you'd expect to go, with gay travel tours to 
boot. 


Now, not everyone can afford a travel agency... If you're like me—and get stuck buying 
whichever dirt-cheap seat you can find on the Internet—you can snag a few great deals 
if your timing is right. The best thing to do is to start looking well in advance and keep 
checking the sites regularly, as prices can change overnight. Be sure to check the regular 
suspects (www.expedia.ca, www.westjet.ca, www.travelocity.ca) for optimum 
results. With WestJet moving into the international market, you can find flights this fall 
for as little as CDN$200 to major destinations like San Francisco. 


To plan out your time and to find a few gay-friendly activities (whatever constitutes 
‘gay-friendly’ is up to you) before you get there, always feel free to check out your 
favourite search engine. Most major cities have organizations that post community infor- 
mation on the Internet, so both locals and outsiders can find their way to an event or 
business. For example, if | were headed to Vancouver for the weekend, I’d drop by the 
local community site (www.gayvancouver.net) to find everything | need to know about 
the community and what it has to offer. From accommodations to libations, you'll be able 
to find enough to add plenty of what the locals have to offer to your trip. 


Let’s not forget the local chat rooms either—as much as we'd like to believe that every 
establishment you're about to visit is a stellar one, you may find the cozy B&B you 
previewed through photographs on the Web actually has a nasty, recurring cockroach 
problem, or that the bar you're planning on going to is actually a lesbian joint! The locals 
should be able to provide you with all the additional information you're looking for, and 
who knows? You might end up with a “dancing partner” for an evening or two.

Although the marriage of gay and lesbian partners is not yet legally recognized in 
Manitoba, some important new laws came into effect on June 30, making significant 
changes to property and inheritance laws for same-sex couples living in committed 
relationships. 


From June 30, major changes affecting common law relationships:took effect 
through the Common Law Partners’ Property and Related Amendments Act, 
providing a major change in family law. For property and legal purposes, the new law 
essentially treats same-sex and heterosexual common law partners the same as those 
officially married. :

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relationship include: living under the same roof; the sleeping arrangements; whether 
sex is involved and whether partners remain faithful to each other; whether house- 
hold chores are shared; whether you take part in community events as a couple; and 
whether you present yourselves to others as a couple. 


If a relationship is not registered and there is a dispute about whether the couple 
lived together for three years, courts may call witnesses to hear evidence from 
people who know the couple. Documents such as leases and other agreements 
signed by both partners can also be used as evidence. 


Couples who want to live common law and keep their property separate can still 
do so. They can make wills and opt out of the Intestate Succession Act, provided they 
both agree. They can also opt out of The Family Property Act by entering into legal 
cohabitation agreements, separation agreements or by signing other legal papers 
spelling out their obligations. Both partners must sign them and independent lawyers 
should always be used. 


is e new legislation does not apply to couples who separated permanently before 
it came into force June 30, and it doesn’t apply to partners where one died shortly 


_ before the new Act became law. But if a couple has separated, then start cohabiting 


again, they qualify as common law partners once they’ve lived together again for 
ninety days. 

Partners who separated before the laws came into effect may still be able to claim 
a share of»property if they can prove they contributed to acquiring, improving or 
maintaining the property and deserve compensation. 


Couples who bought a house together, then separate and cannot agree who gets 
to stay in the house have options; they can apply to the courts for a decision on who 
stays in the home, using the Family Maintenance Act. The court can impose condi- 
tions and a length of stay. Or, the courts can order a home sold if partners can come 
to no agreement on when to sell the house. 


A partner who inherits money or property and then splits up with a common law 
spouse follows the same rules as married partners. Generally, inheritances do not 
have to be split with a partner unless it can be proved the gift was meant to benefit 
both of them. But if you take a gift or inheritance and mingle it with jointly owned 
family assets, the gift becomes shareable when you split up. 


If a gift of money is used to buy a house and the partners live there and then split 
up, the value of the entire home may have to be shared. If you inherit land and sell 
it, putting the money in a joint account, the money may also become shareable. If you 
want to keep such gifts separate, it’s essential to see a lawyer to keep the asset 
separate. 


Legal recognition of same-sex marriage may yet be some time off, but for practical 
legal and property purposes, gays and lesbians living in common law relationships are 
now treated just the same as heterosexuals. W

We finally made it. Driving from Vancouver to San Diego, then wending our way through 
a cavernous port that gave us a taste of what our ancestors may have experienced at Ellis 
Island, we arrived on Holland America’s Oosterdam, which washed away all our travel woes. 
The next week was among the most relaxing and carefree vacations of our lives. 


RSVP’s Mexican Riviera cruise at the end of April was my first—and_ long- 
awaited—experience with gay cruising. Let me rephrase that: RSVP is the notable vacation 
company that in 1986 began bringing gay men and lesbians (but mostly gay men) together 
for memorable vacations, and this was my first opportunity to see what all the excitement 
was about. 


Now, | must admit we had our prejudices, as cruising is a massively environmentally 
unfriendly way to travel. (No two ways around that.) We expected to see an orgy of 
gluttony. (It wasn’t nearly as bad as we’d expected.) We half-expected to see an orgy of 
another sort. (Voyeurs may have been sadly disappointed.) We thought we might encounter 
a shipload of A-list snobs. (The crowd was overwhelmingly friendly, mixed and unpreten- 
tious, though not without its “standouts”.) 


The ship itself was spectacular. Holland America’s almost brand-new showpiece features 
décor that doesn’t go over the top—a first surprise. Our stateroom—entry-level, to be 
sure—was even more pleasantly surprising. At barely 250 square feet, it incorporates wise 
uses of space (and mirrors) to give a larger impression. 


RSVP is noted for its impressive on-board entertainment and this adventure didn’t disap- 
point. The comic headliner was Kathy Griffin, the red-headed comedian who co-starred on 
Suddenly Susan, but who | knew from Seinfeld as the woman who put on a show that made 
Jerry the target of increasingly bitchy observations. Her performance on ship had the tone 
of the Seinfeld appearance, as she dissed the Hollywood elite with an hour-and-a-half of what 
seemed like beauty parlour gossip. We ate it up. (Unlike me and the crowd on the 
Oosterdam, Barbara Walters, for one, is apparently not a big fan of Griffin’s.) 


Also mainstaging was the Kinsey Sicks, a multi-talented “dragapalooza” quartet. The four 
characters play off each other with a sort of vaudevillian camp mixed with drag queen bitch- 
iness, but their two distinct shows during the week seemed to exhaust their repertoire. 
Their first show was a gut-splitting, smart, witty send-up of gay culture, gender roles, 
American politics and a gamut of contemporary cultural touchstones. Their second show 
seemed to rely on cheap, lewd humour that 
repulsed even some of the jaded queens on board. 
Ummm, like me. Nevertheless, where the humour 
fell down, the four could not be 
faulted for natural talent: each 
has a strong voice and excel- 
lence stage presence.

An unmitigated success was 


cabaret crooner Amy 
Armstrong, a big-boned gal from 
Chicago, who belted out 


standards (sometimes altered 
for the audience) and whose 
reputation spread across the 
ship until her shows were 
packed to standing-room-only. 


The Oosterdam Singers and Dancers—Holland America’s version of those omnipresent 
revue performers that seem to be the mainstay of cruise lines’ on-board entertain- 
ment—did their best to appeal to the special audience by camping up their Lawrence Welk- 
like stump show. But the difference between camp and kitsch, it has been said, is 
self-consciousness, and I’m just not sure such entertainment can ever quite make the transi- 
tion from our grandparents’ generation to our own. Some of the dancers were, however, 
highly caliente... 


Where kitsch does translate to camp is in the bingo hall. Cruise ship bingo is usually a 
staid affair, appealing to the same demographic it attracts on land. On RSVP gay cruises, 
however, bingo is a must-attend event, not solely because the jackpots are nothing to sneeze 
at—the accumulated last-day pot was more than USD$6,000—but because the lascivious 
banter of the caller and assorted staff provides some of the best (intended and unintended) 
humour of the vacation. 


The differences between straight cruises and gay cruises are innumerable. For example, 
on RSVP, decorating one’s cabin door is encouraged, so that a walk down erstwhile dull 
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corridors becomes a testament to the tastes of 
the temporary inhabitants. Mexican fiesta-theme 
doors competed with beefcake centrefolds and | # 
cowboy-themed tableaux. One can only imagine : 
what happened behind closed doors. 


But it may be heartening to some (and disap- 
pointing to others) that the cruise remained, on 
the surface, remarkably chaste. Double enten- 
dres were the most obviously sexual aspect of 
the cruise, despite the assumption of some |, 
straight people, like my brother, who seemed to 
think the trip would be a floating gay bathhouse. \. 
| may not be the most reliable narrator, of course: 
| was there on my honeymoon. But a single 
Minnesota friend we met who tagged along with 
us throughout the cruise succeeded in getting tail 
only on lobster night. 


Other differences between gay and straight 
cruises are the outfits. Costume balls are a 
regular occurrence on board RSVP; there was a 
leather night, a military tea dance and a country- 
and-western affair. Most stunning of all was the 
costume event that attracted group-themed ensembles. Friends tend to travel in packs and 
many bring costumes that complement. This year’s highlight may have been the weapons of 
mass destruction—a dozen or so guys dressed in missiles that pointed Madonna-like into 
sharp breast-shaped warheads flashing with Christmas lights—chased around the deck by a 
George WV. Bush-look-alike with a massive magnifying glass. You get the idea. 


| had brought a book and several magazines but hardly managed to read a page, though 
they made great cover for discreet ogling. There’s always some diversion, whether art 
auctions, the casino or wine tasting seminars. Around every corner seemed to be a string 
quartet or lounge singer and, for those who managed, the nightclubs stayed rocking ’til 5 
a.m. But there was nothing quite like the feel of a deck party at midnight with music blasting 
across the blackness of the Mexican Pacific, with night breezes blowing across sweaty 
bodies. 


The entertainment wasn’t all sensual, either. There was an intellectual component. 
Michael Wilke, who has studied the use of gay imagery (positive and negative) in advertising, 
lectured on the subject in an engaging morning presentation. Ron Oden, the mayor of Palm 
Springs, California, and the first African-American gay man elected to such an office in the 
United States, also spoke. 


| must say that Holland America’s service is top-notch. The dining room is all understated 
elegance and, despite the rep of cruises as binge-bins, the servings were modest and 
elegantly presented. Of course, the buffet is open almost 24-7 if you didn’t get enough at 
dinner, but the dining room managed to evoke fine service and cuisine without resorting to 
the assembly-line frenzy one gets occasionally, such as on a Royal Caribbean cruise we 
recently took. One of the benefits of an RSVP cruise is that, in addition to the remarkable 
customer service provided by the cruise line, RSVP brings aboard its own staff, raising the 
ratio of passengers to staff, and bringing service to unparalleled levels. 


The company offers a surprising range of options, from the sort of big-ship cruising we 
took, to “intimate ship” cruises on German riverboats and Caribbean sailing, land tours of 
Ireland and Africa, and all-inclusive resort choices like French Polynesia. The attraction of 
all-gay travel isn’t,as some might think, just about the sex. It’s a culture all its own that feels 
more like a big house party than a bunch of strangers pushed together on a ship. The 
camaraderie and campiness is like a Pride parade on the open sea. | once thought it might 
not be a vacation for everyone, but gay cruising 
can be whatever you make it, from a quiet 
week in a secluded deck chair to a debauched 
party-all-night extravaganza. 


Oh, yeah, the ports of call: we went to 
Mexico. From San Diego, we dropped into 
Mazatlan, Cabo San Lucas and Puerto Vallarta, 
where for the first time an RSVP ship docked 
at night, allowing party animals off to experi- 
ence PV’s not insubstantial gay scene. But 
cruising—especially gay cruising—is like life 
itself: it's not so much about the destination as 
about the getting there. And the getting there 
was unlike anything I’ve ever experienced 
before. We'd do it again ina minute. W

Film

Based on a stage play entitled A Better Boy, 
this film is centred on the exploits of one 
Christopher Bedford, a_ thirty-something 
lawyer who can’t seem to get his romantic life 
in order. In Christopher’s case, the term 
romantic really is of the “hearts and flowers” 
variety when it comes to interpersonal 
relations; it is certainly not a sweet euphemism 
for sexual activity, as la Bedford seems to have 
more casual, multi-partner sex than a cute con 
in a maximum security prison. 


The film opens well enough with a montage 
of our lead symbolically rinsing the taint of 
meaningless sex off his body while a cavalcade 
of tricks leaves hopeful messages on his 
answering machine. As the film progresses, 
against all odds (or perhaps not, if one factors 
in the law of averages), our deeply shallow 
protagonist stumbles over, and apparently falls 
in love with, a book editor who lives outside 
the pigeonhole of Christopher's carnal tastes. 
Unlike previous conquests, Stewart provides 
both a mental and physical challenge, at least in 
the sense that he isn’t what Christopher thinks 
he sees as “hot”. Despite a promising start, 
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their relationship is soon threatened by 
Christopher’s physical interest in Kenny, 
Stewart's roommate, a buff young stud known 
around the gym as “donkey dick’. Even 
though the attraction is not initially acted 
upon, it is enough to cause serious cracks in 
the foundation of Christopher and Stewart's 
budding relationship, and eventually 
Christopher does give in to his lust. The 
results are understandably devastating for 
Stewart and, as director Tec would have us 
believe, Christopher as well. Speaking as a 
viewer, however, this whole development 
really was a non-issue in terms of my invest- 
ment in the characters, as both their relation- 
ship and Christopher's — supposed 
“transformation” rang hollow from the get-go. 
If anything, Christopher's capitulation to his 
baser instinct was a relief, at least in the sense 
that it indicated the film was on its final 
descent to the credits—and whatever could 
be salvaged of a wasted evening. 


In all fairness, the basic premise for All The 
Rage is a good one, and has the makings of an 
interesting sociocultural character study. 
Unfortunately, its leap from concept to reality 
misses the mark and falls short in an almost 
spectacular way. The film suffers throughout 
from overwritten dialogue and, for the most 
part, a cast of actors that manages to be both 
stilted and underwhelming at the same time. 
There is a self-consciousness that permeates 
AllThe Rage from start to finish, one that would 
perhaps serve the story’s intentions better if 
tongue were planted firmly in cheek rather 
than lolling out the side in overeager contem- 


plation of the film’s dramatic potential. In 
short, All The Rage is not broad enough to be 
funny and not refined enough to be satir- 
icat—it exists in a no man’s land of superficial 
character exploration and cultural analysis, a 
bitter fruit salad of stereotypes that fails to 
satisfy any appetite for truth or personal 
growth. In fact, Christopher Bedford is such 
an objectionable, offensive character that his 
meagre “identity crisis” at the film’s end does 
little in the way of levelling the playing field for 
others around him, let alone revealing any 
great lesson to either him or the viewer. In my 
humble opinion, some sort of horrible, disfig- 
uring accident would have been a more satis- 
fying (albeit conveniently Greek) way to 
deliver a just comeuppance. All The Rage’s 
climax is further cheapened by actor John- 
Michael Lander’s lack of finesse in portraying 
Christopher’s emotional destruction—on- 
screen it “reads” as more of a hissy-fit than a 
genuine breakdown, an exercise in self-exami- 
nation that will likely have the staying power of 
one of his many tricks. Thus, in one fell swoop, 
this character's chance for redemption—not 
to mention the movie’s—is tossed off and 
flushed like some half-hearted wank. Good 
riddance, | say—that's an hour and forty-four 
minutes of my life | will never get back. W 


Best line: The end 
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In their Prime

It is often said that, in the gay community, we are obsessed with youth and beauty. 
When every image we see glorifies the gym-perfect body and the club-heavy lifestyle 
of those in their twenties, it is not surprising that many members of the community 
feel marginalized by age thirty. And god help you when you're in your forties—you 
might as well just disappear into suburban anonymity. But that doesn’t have to be the 
case. 


Across the globe, and now in Calgary, there are organizations that specifically cater 
to forty-plus gay and bisexual men in the community. They’re called Prime Timers and 
had been in operation in Calgary until about five years ago, when a combination of 
factors allowed the group to fade away. But, in September of last year, a group of more 
mature men in the city’s gay community got together and re-started the group. 


Prime Timers was first founded in 1987 in Boston by Woody Baldwin, a retired 
professor who felt there was a need for a group that catered to the social needs of 
mature gay and bisexual men. He began the first chapter by placing an ad in the local 
paper, and when more than forty people turned up to the first meeting, his feelings 
were confirmed. Since then, the Prime Timers have grown to approximately fifty 
chapters worldwide, mostly between Canada and the United States, but they also 
operate as far away as Australia. Across Canada, there are chapters in Victoria, 
Vancouver, Edmonton, Calgary, Winnipeg, Toronto and Montréal. 


The founding members of the new Calgary chapter also see an immediate need for 
their group. Many older members of the community grew up in small towns at a time 
when being gay was something one just did not talk about. A number of those men, 
feeling the pressure to conform to societal expectations, married and had children. In 
fact, some of them are still in these marriages and feel a need to explore the other 
side of their sexualities. Members of the Prime Timers liken it to needing a sense of 
a different kind of family. 


Prime Timers is a social group that provides a sense of community and camaraderie 
for the older segment of the gay community. With a diverse membership that covers 
all walks of life and income levels—ranging from people in their forties to those in 
their late seventies, with a mix of couples and single members—Prime Timers Calgary 
meets at least once a month and organizes a variety of social activities. These range 
from regular coffee hours, bridge clubs, potlucks, movie nights, theatre events, dining 
out and sports activities. = 


“With the activities, it’s only .limited only by the ingenuity and numbers of the 
group,’ one member of the Calgary chapter says. “There’s a process we go 
through—for any member to initiate any new activity he’s interested in, all he has to 
do is call one of the executives, let him know that it needs to be put on the calendar, 
do whatever needs to be done to host it or to organize it and invite members to join 
it at the monthly meetings, where we have sign-up sheets. So it can expand or 
contract based on interest or need.” 


Prime Timers Calgary also organizes events with other chapters, the most promi- 
nent at present being the summer camping trip with the Edmonton chapter. There is 
also a tradition among Prime Timers from other chapters to host members from other 
cities who come to visit. One member | met with experienced this first-hand during 
a trip to Baltimore, Maryland. 


“Three of the Baltimore members met me and we toured Baltimore and 
Washington D.C.,” he says. “I met with their group, and then we returned the favour 
when they came to Vancouver—they were going on an Alaska cruise and we showed 
them around. So yes, it works.” 


One thing that Prime Timers Calgary is quick to stress in all of their literature is 
that they completely respect whatever degree of anonymity each of its members 
requires. Its membership list is not distributed and access to it is tightly controlled 
for that very reason. Because of the realities of people growing up in an era when 
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being gay was something shameful, several members are still deeply closeted to co- 
workers and the world at large. The group has a diverse mix of those who are out 
and those who are still closeted, but all members are made to feel comfortable with 
whatever their level out “outness” may be. 


Something else Prime Timers Calgary also stresses is that they are a purely social 
organization, not a political one. “I’m out, but I’m sure not walking in any parade,” one 
member stresses when asked about the level of ‘public profile’ in his life. 


Most of members | met say that they are proud but not militant about their 
sexuality. As well as keeping the more closeted members comfortable, it is the policy 
of the organization to stick to the social side of things, and stay out of politics. They 
also make it clear that they are not a therapy or support group, though they do on 
occasion provide support to individual members as the need arises. 


“There is a wealth of experience within our group, and from time to time, as part 
of that camaraderie, individual members are at times just a tremendous help to other 
members when circumstances arise,’ one member says. 


“With a city the size of Calgary, there’s no need for gay men of any age—especially 
mature ones—to feel alone or lonely. It’s so easy for each of us to find ourselves on 
the outside looking in,” he continues. “Certainly, the camaraderie and friendships I’ve 
encountered within this group has restored my faith in humankind.” 


Prime Timers is not just for people who feel marginalized, but also those who feel 
shy or who would not normally go places or travel on their own. The members | 
spoke with said that they felt the group exceeded its mandate to meet their social and 
friendship needs. 


Although the group is non-profit, it does have a nominal membership fee of 
CDN$30 per year. However, depending on the size of membership, there may be an 
additional fee for certain events like their Christmas dinner and party. The member- 
ship of Prime Timers Calgary currently sits at about twenty-five members, which is 
well beyond their initial expectations, particularly since they’ve been in operation less 
than a year.

in the entertaining skills of even the most seasoned host. It doesn’t 
y r how slick and savvy we are reputed to be, a roomful of unannounced 
vi tors can. provide more than an interesting challenge—particularly if the contents of 
your pantry are limited. The following two recipes are simple enough to be cobbled 
together with a quick trip to any convenience store (a little careful planning is required 
in the case of the second) and both are surprisingly impressive, particularly given their 
rather pedestrian ingredients. It should also be pointed out that each recipe is rich 
enough to serve a reasonable number of people, even with just a single batch. 


Re SHRIMP DIP 


| tub or block of Philadelphia (or 
similar) cream cheese 


| small container of sour cream, either 
light or regular 


2 tbsp. Heinz ketchup 
3 tbsp. Heinz chili sauce 


| tin of small or medium shrimp (fresh 
or fresh-frozen are an unnecessary 
extravagance in this mixture, but are a 
welcome alternative if you have conven- 
ient access to them) 


dash or two of Tabasco sauce 


dash of lemon juice (fresh or reconsti- 
tuted) 


1/4 cup finely chopped onion (either 
raw or microwave poached until trans- 
parent) 


In a large bowl, thoroughly mix softened cream cheese and sour cream, then add 
ketchup, chili sauce, lemon juice and Tabasco. Mix well. Add onion, shrimp, salt and 
pepper and mix again until all ingredients are well incorporated. Serve with Paris 
toasts or sturdy (rippled) potato chips. If you have the time and resources, this is also 
an excellent filling for vol au vent shells, and the combination is especially appealing 
when garnished with a feathery sprig of fresh dill. Leftovers, if any, are safe in the 
refrigerator for up to forty-eight hours 


GINGER CHEESE BALL 


Note: This recipe presents a slight challenge in terms of preparation “on the fly”, as it 
requires preserved stem ginger. This product can be found in most Chinatown food 
emporiums, Asian specialty shops or large grocery stores with comprehensive “exotic” food 
sections. Canadian producer E.D. Smith also releases a version for Christmas baking, starting 
around the end of October. Jars of this product can be safely stored unopened for months, 
if not years. 


3 tubs or blocks Philadelphia (or similar) cream cheese 

1/2 jar of stem ginger in syrup, drained 

1/2 tsp. prepared (commercial) curry powder 

| pkg. crushed pecans or 1/2 pkg. whole pecans, finely chopped 


Ina large bowl, add curry powder to softened cream cheese and mix thoroughly. 


Using a sharp paring knife, chop the drained ginger into small pieces and add to the 


curried cream cheese mixture. If pecan pieces or whole pecans were not purchased 
already toasted, heat them in a 325-degree oven or microwave until they smell 
“cooked”, taking care not to burn or over-brown them. Cool in freezer or top of 
fridge for five to ten minutes. If pecans are whole, finely chop them with a sharp knife 
or crush them between two sheets of waxed paper, using a rolling pin or sturdy 
drinking glass. Place pecan pieces in a large bowl, then split the cream 
cheese/ginger/curry powder mixture into two equal portions. With clean hands, roll 
each portion of the cream cheese mixture into a ball, and then roll in the bow! of 
crushed/chopped pecans until thoroughly coated. Wrap each cheese ball in cling film 
and place in the fridge until set (at least fifteen minutes). This recipe can be halved for 
a single cheese ball, or the second of the two can be frozen for future use. (Please 
note that freezing will result in a slightly drier, more crumbly texture once thawed, but 
will not affect the flavour.) Serve with crackers, crostini or Paris toasts.

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The pursuit of Pride 


A year after its phoenix-like rise from the brink of financial collapse, growing pains 
persist for the Vancouver Pride Society. On this grey June morning, the VPS is pushing 
pancakes from an outdoor griddle at Sugar Daddy’s, part of a long campaign to 
bankroll the mother of all summertime parties—the Vancouver Pride Festival. 


VPS President Shawn Ewing is hunched over a table in a back corner of the noisy 
room, trying to count the day’s receipts, make decisions, answer questions and deal 
with a cell phone that chirps incessantly. She seems almost relieved to escape for a 
quick interview, even if she has heard the 
questions before—and probably wishes she’d 
never hear some of then again. 


Ewing stepped in last year when Pride was 
on financial life support, and with co-chair 
Randy Atkinson, managed to restructure, 
reorganize and stage a great show. But while 
Pride did survive, its future shape is as uncer- 
tain as ever. 


One of the summer’s biggest disappoint- 
ments is the demise of the Davie Street 
festival, just one year after its enthusiastic 
inauguration. Last August, traffic was cleared 
from the heart of the community and 
replaced by a performance stage, beer 
gardens and thousands of partiers. But now, 
the party’s over—a victim of high costs and a 
lack of support from neighbourhood 
businesses. 


“We did try to organize a merchants 
meeting [but]...there was a slim turnout...all 
of the people were notified about our inten- 
tions...and [asked to] ‘Please get back to us.’ It didn’t happen,” Ewing says. 


She rejects the notion that lack of support from Little Sisters was the last straw. 


“[Co-owner] Jim Deva...is very vocal and very passionate in what he says [and he] 
brings to the table the heritage of Pride...”, Ewing stresses, adding that change is a 
difficult thing, especially “for people who have built this [for] over twenty-six years 
with some specific ideas in mind.” 


While the city of Vancouver was far more supportive than neighbourhood 
businesses, the huge volunteer requirement and the $100,000 budget represented 
too great a risk for organizers. 


“The mandate of the Pride Society [is]...the parade and the festival...if, at the end 
of the day, those are the only two things [we do], then we've fulfilled our 
mandate...certainly we would like to see Davie Street happen. But at some point we 
have to make a decision,” she says. 


Ewing believes it is possible that the street festival may be revived for 2005, but 
planning has to start in August, and “we would need the support and backing of the 
merchants on Davie Street.” 
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Another move that raised eyebrows was a decision to take the official Pride Guid 
contract from Xtra! West—the local GLBT community newspaper—and hand it to the 
mainstream Westender. Although Ewing describes this as a business decision, some 
are asking whether Pride is supposed to be about supporting our own. “It’s nobody 
picking or choosing one over the other, or saying because we're a gay organization or 


this is a gay celebration, we have to specifically advertise in a gay paper,’ Ewing says. 


She feels people accept the reality that gays and lesbians are part of a wider 
community. While no details of the sponsorship deal were made available, the Pride 
Guide was part of a $48,000 advertising budget the year VPS got into serious finan- 
cial trouble. 


While the Pride Guide is going outside the community, the VPS is also building 
bridges within—reaching out to women, and people living outside the West End. One 
example is the revival of the Stonewall 
Festival, which ran as a stand-alone event on 
the east side for several years before fading 
away. “We have a huge community on the east 
side. And it seemed like a really natural fit,” 
says Ewing. 

New for women this year is the Dyke 
March, modelled on hugely successful annual 
events in places like Toronto and San 
Francisco. It will be part of the Pride package, 
though not organized by the VPS. 


Grassroots events like the Dyke 
March—created independently of the 
VPS—may be the first signs of a new template 
for Pride’s future. 


“[For] people who want to come up and 
step forward and start putting these things 
on, there’s all sorts of opportunities,’ Ewing 

says. “And it expands Pride weekend for 
_ everyone.” 


She hopes Pride has grown beyond the 
image of a week-long bash for pretty party 
boys, a stereotype that left many displeased and feeling they didn’t fit. 


No one knows better that Ewing that you can’t please everyone. But despite the 
controversies, the criticisms and the setbacks, she still manages to maintain a positive 
energy. The credit for that vibe, she says, goes to the people she gets to meet. 


“They're not necessarily the leaders or the big names...they’re the ones who are 
coming out for the first time and finding warmth in...a pancake breakfast with a 
bunch of crazy people,” she explains. 


Despite the inevitable summertime Pride-bashing—centred on everything from 
politics to corporate sponsorships—Ewing has no doubt about the celebration’s 
relevance. 


“We all wear different outfits and we all may be very different in how we approach 
things,” she adds, “but we are community, and we should be proud.”

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Serving up Fruit Salad 


Of all the ways there were to welcome the New Millennium, Skyy Powers choice was 
perhaps one of the most uncommon. “My first show was actually New Year’s Eve 1999,” 
he says. “It was an amazing time to start. I'll never forget it.” 


Now the host and program coordinator of Co-op Radio’s Fruit Salad talk show, Powers 
never really expected to get into radio at all. In 1999 he was about to move back to 
Montréal. “I was fed up with a particular roommate,” he recalls, then pauses and smirks. 
“But | thought it was Vancouver. | was not seeing clearly.” 


In the last few months before he left, he decided to get involved with community radio, 
“just for fun.” Then came New Year’s Eve. Now almost five years later Powers is still here 
and still on the air. 


Born in Edmonton and raised in 
the Greater Vancouver area, 
| Powers spent the late-’80s and 
jearly-’90s in Montréal before 
returning to the west coast. For 
much of the past decade Powers 
has been dealing with personal 
issues, including a difficult child- 
hood and an abusive mother. 


“l went through a harsh child- 
hood with foster homes and my 
mother heavily psychologically 
abusing me. It was a lot to 
overcome,’ he says. Powers, who was very effem- 
inate as a child, says his mother “did everything in 
her power to just crush me.”

His birth name is Brad, but he made the change to Skyy Powers about four years ago. 


“| never identified with the family...I’m not close with my family. | tried for years to 
connect with them and it wasn’t working. Finally | just said to myself, “You know what? 


” 


That name has nothing to do with me. 


He says radio has helped him heal. “One of the greatest things about radio is that it’s 
really helped empower [me] and find my true voice... It’s a very, very powerful way of 
letting it happen naturally.” 


Powers believes that radio can also help listeners find their own voices and selves. 
“When does the community have such an opportunity to speak out loud? They get so 
excited when | invite them on and it’s always humbling,” he says. 


Queer radio itself is not new to the lower mainland. Powers says what’s now called 
Fruit Salad started as The Coming Out Show in 1978. Then, within the first year, the show 
split in two: The Lesbian Show and The Coming Out Show. In 2001, just after becoming 
program coordinator, Powers set about changing the show’s name. After a group brain- 
storming session and a list of thirty-odd names they decided on Fruit Salad. 


“Fruit was kind of taking back a word that’s been used against us. It was reclaiming a 
word and empowering ourselves with it,’ says Powers. “Salad denotes a mixture of 
things.” 

Everyone involved with the show, including Powers, gives their time on a volunteer 


basis. Paul Harris, a nurse at The Centre on Bute Street, and Velvet Steele, a GLBT rights 
activist are just two of the “notables” who take turns hosting the show. 


“We're continuously spinning the wheel on the [GLBT] community,” says Powers. “It’s 
not just about gay men. Lesbians are included, bisexuals are included, trans people are 
included. We don’t really try to focus too much on any one part of the community. 
We're all in this together.” 


According to Powers, people want to feel included and not segregated. “We have 
enough of that from the straight community.’ He says the current format allows for a 
truly diverse collection of people to take part in the program. “Basically it’s kind of a 
variety show.’ 


Powers says, with the show, he likes “to push the issues sometimes; make people think 
a bit further.” 


Fruit Salad has discovered people “on the frontier” of AIDS research, including a doctor 
from the Lower Mainland who studies the effects of ultraviolet light on blood. Powers 
says the topic was one that not even AIDS Vancouver and the Centre for Excellence were 
willing to touch. 
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He makes very clear that Fruit Salad is not owned by him. “The show isn’t my show. 
It’s the community's show.” He says anyone with a point of view is welcome to share it 
on the airwaves. Despite all the positive changes the GLBT community has seen in the 
past thirty years, the battle isn’t over yet. Powers says many people are still confused 
about finding their true sexuality. “Really there are two gay worlds. One is the gay ghetto 
world which is organized, quite powerful, moving forward, and politically together. And 
then we have all the other gay, bi, trans, lesbian people out there.” 


For those other people Powers says the same fears, violence, discrimination, and 
homophobia are very much alive. “There’s been...progress made. It’s just the application 
of that progress,’ he says pensively. “I get the sense that there is still a tremendous 
amount of work to do, in rural areas specifically” W

Aside from obvious classics such as The Wizard of Oz and Beaches, my first truly queer 
movie has to be The Adventures of Priscilla, Queen of The Desert. | recall a rainy Sunday after- 
noon, back in the gay ’90s, when my friend James and | telephoned every Rogers’ Video 
in town to get our hands on what would soon become a cult classic. We were still in high 
school, knew little about gay culture and even less about Priscilla. And, most importantly, 
we were both still hiding in the backs of our closets. 


It was only nine years 
}ago that | first saw 
| Priscilla, but 2004 marks 
| the sixteenth anniversary 
of Vancouver’s Queer 
1 Film & Video Festival, 
f where thousands can 
| indulge in the same sense 
| of belonging that 
overwhelmed me when | 
| first laid eyes on that 
| gargantuan stiletto heel 
i glittering in the barren 
| Australian desert. Of 
‘ course, with more than 
200 films, workshops, community forums and gala 
parties planned for this year’s festival, the scope is 
pread There’s something for everyone—even if you’re not a teenaged closet-case with 
an affinity for drag queens.

Produced by Out On Screen, this year’s festival runs from August 5-15, and will mark 
the fifth festival for both Executive Director Drew Dennis and Director of Programming 
Michael Barrett. And, as attendance levels continue to climb, success has prompted 
Dennis to focus on additional programming throughout the year, including a youth 
outreach initiative. 


Working with gay/straight alliances at local high schools, Out On Screen brings queer 
films into the classroom and moderates discussions on homophobia, bullying and the 
coming out process. As Dennis, points out, “schools with Gay/Straight Alliances have a 
healthier environment where homophobia becomes less of an issue”. This initiative, in 
turn, led to “School’s Out” —a series of not-so-average teen flicks that will show at this 
year’s festival. 


One of the “School’s Out” selections does double duty at the gala opening on August 
5th. In D.E.B.S,a gaggle of girlie-girls are high school students by day, but go undercover 
as secret agents by night. Getting into and out of dangerous and difficult situations, the 
se chicks sound like a younger—and, if possible campier—version of ’70s babes, Charlie’s 
Angels. 


Off the big screen, 
another campy adventure 
worth checking out is 
Tickled Pink, a live comedy 


cabaret hosted by 
Vancouver’s own Miss 
Cookie LaWhore. 
Presented by the Pink 
Vixen Comedy Arts 
Society, the show

Alexis Fosse Mackintosh documentary Graham, Kings of Vancouver, Morgan Brayton, San 
Let No One Put Asunder Francisco’s Sean Dorsey and Mair Culbreth, the 

Bob Loblaw Queer Comedy Troupe, Marylee 
Stephenson and Toronto’s Mae Martin. 


If documentaries are your thing, check out the world premier of Let No One Put 
Asunder, in which local filmmaker Alexis Fosse Mackintosh explores gay marriage in 
Canada. She interviews notable religious leaders, human rights activists, politicians, 
lawmakers and law changers. She attends prayer meetings, rallies and protests. And since 
28 
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marriage is, after all, about two people, Mackintosh follows the journey of three same-sex 
couples as they exchange vows. One couple even came up from Seattle, forced to leave 
“The Land Of The Free” for their freedom to marry. 


Madly wrapping up her movie in the editing suite, Mackintosh took some time to 
discuss the project with me. As she sees it, “Let No One Put Asunder explores two 
competing sets of ideas surrounding gay marriage. Unfortunately, those opposed to it are 
not listening and refuse to acknowledge the differences between civil and religious 
unions.” 


A panel discussion will follow the film, moderated by barbara findlay, a local lesbian 
lawyer, and activist who was involved in the immensely controversial B.C. marriage case. 
Joining her on the panel will be Al Zystra (one of the husbands profiled in the movie), 
Reverend Brian Burke (a minister at St John’s United Church who has been with his 
partner for over twenty-four years) and Dr. Theresa Healy, a sociologist at the University 
of Northern British Columbia who was a litigant in the Supreme Court case on same- 
sex marriage. 


with Revolution, another 
concert film by everybody’s 
favourite Korean-American stand- — 
up fag-hag. Infamous for mocking — 
her mother’s accent and frank 
discussions on fisting, Margaret 
Cho is back for a third round 
after. stellar performances in I’m 
The One That | Want and Notorious 
C.H.O. This time Cho takes on, 
among other things, socially inept 
flight attendants, plastic surgery 
and racist little white girls. 


Having married (a man) herself 
since her last performance, Cho has also joined 
the crusade to legalize gay marriage in the United States. | offered her an entire ardcle 
devoted to her cause if she'd attend the festival and discuss it over lunch with me, but her 
publicist declined the invitation, citing scheduling conflicts. So maybe | had ulterior 
motives (like getting my own celebrity fag hag), but who wouldn't? Nonetheless, that’s 
another article | look forward to writing... 


Inspired by a censorship scandal two years ago, in which the Film Classification Office 
tried to censor the screening of a film about censorship (Little Sisters vs. Big Brother) the 
theme of this year’s festival is “Rated F: Suitable For Open Minds”. Dennis laments that 
censorship truly is an ongoing problem for the community, so Out On Screen maintains 
an anticensorship policy that allows for complete artistic expression. The festival also 
remains committed to providing a venue for local and Canadian media artists to screen 
their works, interact with each other and connect with media representatives. They also 
are committed to keeping festival entries to a minimum of fifty percent Canadian content. 


For those interested, Early Bird Festival Passes go on sale July 8 at Festival Box Office 
and are also available online at festivalboxoffice.com or by calling (604) 257-0366. 
Unfortunately, as of press time, no locations or times had been confirmed, but Festival 
programs will hit the street on July 22. At that point, full festival listings will be made 
available online at outonscreen.com. Regular tickets go on sale July 29, and will be avail- 
able via Festival Box Office, Little Sisters and Tech Direct PC.
